VII. A Utter of Dr. Wallis, Dated Oxford, 

Sept. 6. i6py. Containing fome Additions 
to his Letter about Thunder and Lightning, 
and a CorreStion of his i opth Cap, of his 
Algebra, 

I Find that in your Tranfa&ions Numb. 131. for the 
Month of Auguff, you have Printed my Letter of 
July 2.6. If it had not been too late, I would have ad- 
ded, That, when I faid, A Mixture of Sulphur and Fi- 
lings 
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Ungt of Steel t with the admiffion of a little Water, will 
not only caufe a great Effervefcence, but will of it fiif 
Break forth into an attual Fire ; I (aid exprefly, a little 
Water; becaufe too much Water will hinder the Operati- 
on, or quench the Fire. Which I take to be the Cafe of 
the Bath-Waters, where Steel andSutyhur caufe a great 
Effei vefcence, bat no Flame. And the like of other 
Hot Springs. And I do not confine it to this particular 
Mixture ,- for the Chymifts, I prefume, may furnish 
us with divers others. And therefore I (aid, or feme- 
what equivalent. But I gave Inftance of this for 
one. 

I would have added alfb, That the fame Account may 
be given of /Etna (and other burning Mountains,-) 
where the Mixture of Steel and Sulphur may give a 
Flame ; which is oft attended with prodigious Explosi- 
ons (and Earth-quakes) from great Quantities of Niter, 
as in fpringing a Mine, 

I (hall alfo take this Occafion to rectify fome Num- 
bers which I find to have been miftaken in my Treatife 
of Algebra, at Cap. 109. which though they do not 
vitiate the Demonftration (which will hold as well when 
thefe be re&ified) yet I think fit to correct them, that 
they may not give the Reader a trouble.
